A meeting of the board of health \va! 


held at tin; office of Dr. W. S. Haven 
last night for the purpose of considering 
the smallpox c.ises in' the Thompson fam- 
ily and other matters of importance. K 
was decided that no effort shou.ld be 
made to lift the quarantine on the house 
nnd imnatcs until the sick persona wert 
pronounced cured. It was the belief ol 
the members of the board that aft<U 
carefully considering the matter that tbfl 
child really had smallpox and that a 
mild epidemic might break out at al- 
most any time. 


The nuestion of other diseases of .» 


contagious nature came up and received 
attention. The fact developed that there 
were many eases of chickenpox. in the 
city and people were being continually 
exposed and that it should be stopped 
ai far as -possible. 


The fact wus further brought out that 


iu many cases where scarlet fever, mea- 
scls and in some cases diphtheria exist- 
ed, no cards had been placed at times 
and members of households where the 
sickness-existed, had mingled with th« 
oiiUide world. 


In view of these conditions it was re- 


solved that hereafter where contagious 
diseases of any nature prevailed that » 
sign should be placed on the house or 
other building where it existed, bearing 
the simple word "contagious." instead o£ 
smallpox, scarlet fever, cbickenpox or 
diphtheria. 


So far as any member of the board 


knew there were no cases of smi.llpox, 
but a number of alarms had been sound- 
ed. • Wheir investigation.- w«s-JDade- 
chickenpox was found to be the ailment. 


The Second ward kindergarten school 


which was closed because of fear of the 
scholars 
having been 
exposed would 


come down with smallpox, will be re- 
opened next Holiday.

DEGRADED

L. Heed of Cincinnati, the retiring presi- 
dent o: the American Medical 
associa- 


tion, attended a banquet here last night 
given for him by the medical profession 
of northern Ohio. In the course of his 
remarks «n pending congressional topics, 
viewed from ;i medical standpoint, 
he 


«lid: 


"It seems, from evidence that has re- 


cently come from within the army itself, 
that "the medical department 
has not 


only been degraded, but that it. is practi- 
cally without 
authority. 
This was 


strikingly, indeed tragically, illustrated 
during the recent ivar. A commandant 
—and I have no hesitancy in saying that 
I mean Uenenil Brooke—was in charge 
of a quarter of the entire 
army. His 


command was made up of. the tlowcr of 
American manhood, and was encamped 
at n health resort. He. however, in vio- 
lation of the precedent of the usually 
cultivate and competent, gentlemen 
of 


the line, but acting under the permission 
of existing army regulations, not only 
set aside recommendations of his sani- 
tary uflk-ers. but by personal 
example, 


inci'ted his men to violate the most fun- 
damental sanitary laws. The result was 
what might have been expected. 
Of tho 


more than 50,000 men in nis command, 
12,000 were 'invalided, while nearly n 
thousand died from preventable causes. 


"If in an active military 
operation 


General Brooke had ignored the advice 
of his scouts and had led his 
command 


into ainbush wilh similarly 
disastrous 


results—12,000 wounded and 1,000 killed 
—he would have been court-martialed, 
and. doubtless, dismissed from the serv- 
ice. The regulations, however, I am ad- 
vised, fix no responsibility for this ca- 
lamity, tho enormity of which is only 
beginning to be understood. It is not 
burprsing that efforts 
have, been made 


to suppress knowledge of it. General 
Brooke himself threatened to court-mar- 
tini a witness who offered testimony on 
this point. T inn advised that the army 
investigating committee, in the interest 


of public decency, omitted from its pub- 
lic report much testimony on this pha^e 
of the conduct of the war. An officer 
in the service who today advocates this 
unsavory subject is banished to tho 
Philippines,

FROSTBITE AND CHILBLAINS 


How t» Treat Part* A*ee<e* »T »*• 


po*vr« to Cold. 


Frostbitten parts should be rubbed 


with snow or towels ioaked In Ice wn- 
;er; remain In a cool room. When tbo 
•kin becomes warmer after the rub- 
)lng with snow, wrap the affected part 
n cotton wool. When a person Unear- 
y frozen to death, place, him in a cool 
room, rub him ui> aud down with flan- 
nel soaked in alcohol or whisky and 
follow this by rubbing with dry hands. 
Hake artificial respiration at the start 
the same as practiced for a person res- 
cued from the water). After a timo 
wrap tbe patient in warm blankets 
and apply mustard plasters over tbe 
leart and spine. Give injection into 
the bowel of brandy or whisky. As 
soon as the patient can swallow, give 
Brandy or whisky by mouth. As his 
condition Improves gradually admit 
heat and raise the temperature of tho 
room. 


Chilblain is tbe secomlary effect of 


cold. The person suffering from chil- 
blain must take exercise out of doors 
nnd never loiter arqund the flre. Ev- 
ery morning upon rising he should take 
a "cold water sponge off from heed to 
foot followed by brisk rubbing with a 
rough towel. Sleep with warm stock- 
Ings on the feet or with the feet against 
a bag or bottle of hot water.- If tbe 
chilblain be only a small spot, wash, 
the part twice dally with cold salt wa- 
ter and rub dry with flannel, after 
which rub with n. mixture of turpen- 
tine and sweet oil In equal, parts.

How to Make Dean SoDB. 


There are several different ways of 


preparing this, and that which we like 
best says a Boston Globe correspond- 
ent, is to first make a stock by boiling 
salt pork five or six hours, one pound 
to throe, quarts of water; renew from 
time to time. I take the salt pork, cut. 
In strips and fry a golden brown 111 
bottom of soup kettle, then cut an 
onion very fine and fry In tbe fat; novv 
add the beans, which have soaked over 
night, and tho water. Let cook slowly 
for five or six hours; then mash 
through a hair sieve, season with salt 
and pepper and serve with little cubes 
of .bread tossed in flour and fried in 
deep fat uutil golden brown. Drain 
thoroughly before adding, to the soup. 


How to Coot Ham a la Sav«rfn. 
This is really. a delicious way to 


cook a ham: Wash the ham well In cold 
water, cover It with cold water and 
soak for twenty-four hours; then wipe 
dry. 
Into a porcelain lined kettle put 


enough cider or champagne to cover 
the ham and simmer gently, allowing 
fifteen minutes to every pound.' Re- 
move the skin-while yet hot brush the 
ham over with beaten egg, sprinkle 
with dried breadcrumbs and put into 
the oven to brown and crisp.- Serve 
hot garnished with "baby sausages" 
and stewed French prunes. 


How to Eaealop Oj-«ter». 


Drain liquor from one qaart of oys- 


ters. Pour cold water over the oysters 
aud drain. Season them with salt and 
pepper. Butter a baking' dish. Put in 
a layer of crumbs, then a layer of oys- 
ters, then more oysters and cnimbs in 
layers until all are used. Have the 
top layer of crumbs mixed In a little 
melted butter. Pour tbe oyster liquor 
over all. Bake twenty minutes in a 
hot oven. 


How to Soften Hani Water. - 


To make hard water soft use an 


ounce of lime slaked to a thin cream to 
forty gallons of water. Stir It in and 
allow It to settle for twelve hours. The 
lime will absorb tbe carbon dioxide, 
which held the hardening substance, 
carbonate of lime. In solution, and It 
thus liberated will fall to the bottom, 
and the water will be soft 


How to Make Potato Crnit. 


Into a half pint of mashed potato 


beat two tablespoonfuls of melted but- 
ter, a pint of milt nnd two beaten eggs.

route. Senator -Morgan later presented 
this report to the senate, accompanying 
Hie return of the bill with a voluminous 
report upon (lie general subject of a can- 
al across the isthmus. Action on the, 
bill providing for the construction of a 
canal was deferred. 


.Senator Morgan's report covers more 


ihan 500 pages of printed matter and 
deals with many of the questions con- 
nected with the construction of the can- 
al, including a thorough inquiry into the 
attitude of Great Britain upon the sub- 
ject and the different, canal routes. 
He 


also discusses the 
relationship 
ol the 


Pan-American Canal 
company 
to 
the 


construction oE the United States of a 
water way across the isthmus, and while 
he makes reference to a letter written 
by President Hutin of the Pan-America 
company to Secretary of State Hny, Ise 
does not give the text of thn communi- 
cation. Mr. Morgan .says thai the let- 
ter to Secretary May was dated Novem- 
ber -2 last and that it was written after 
Admiral Walker, as

This U the statement of 
the representatives of a city which sus- 
tained a loss of thousands of lives and 
a property loss estimated at about $17,- 
OOU.UOO. 
Realizing several months ago 


that the city could not meet its indebt- 
edness an effort was made to fund I he 
debt, r.t a lower rate of intercsl and leg- 
islation looking to this end was secured. 
Resulting from this negotiations were 
begun with the bond holders, and a prop- 
osition submitted to them.

CARNEGIE'S GIFT TO 


BE IN STEEL STOCK 


Acceptance of Iron Master's O'lTer to Con- 


gress, Temporarily Blocked Ilecause 


of Trust Feature. 


WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 12.—A 
stum- 


bling block has been placed in the way 
of the acceptance by congress of Andrew 
Carnegie's gift of $10,000,000, the 
in- 


conic of which was to be used for a great 
national university. It was confidently 
expected that 
this 
proffer 
would be 


made public by a special mcssagr: to con- 
gress1 by President, Roosevelt. The delay 
is- occasioned by the discovery that the 
proposal was to present to a board of 
regents or trustees, not $10.000,000 in 
cash, but $10.000.000 in United States 
Steel preferred stock, which is now quot- 
ed in the market at 90. 


Tins fact was conveyed to one of the 


Republican leaders nf tlio senate by the 
preirlent, who requested that he gain an 
expression of opinion from his eolleacriie.y 
and conferees in congress concerning the 
advisability of receiving the gift in this 
form. 
Much to the chagrin of Mr. Car- 


negie's closes friends, and some who be- 
lieved the donor might repel a rejection 
based solely upon "this ground of com 
plaint, the senator reported to President 
Roosevelt, that the majority of the na- 
tional legislators looked 
upon the ac- 


ceptance of the gift in the form of stock 
as legalization of the gwit steel trust. 


It is highly probable that when Pres- 


ident Roosevelt, who lias undertaken the 
delicate task of imparting this informa- 
tion to the great iron master, that the 
offer will 
be renewed 
in 
cash. It. is 


stoutly asserted that Mr. Carnegie will 
not object to adding another million to 
IIH most generous offer.

held at the office of Dr. W. S. Haven 
last night for the purpose of considering 
the smallpox cases in the Thompson fam- 
ily and other matters of importance. It 
was decided that no effort should bt 
made to lift the quarantine on the house 
and inmates until ''the"sick' persons wer« 
pronounced cured. It was the belief ol 
the .inembers of the board that after 
carefully considering the matter that the 
child really had smallpox and that a 
mild epidemic might break out at al- 
most any time.

,. The question of other diseases: of .a, 
contagious nature came up and received 
attention. 
The fact developed that there 


were many eases of chiekenpox in the 
city and people were being continually 
exposed and that it should be stopped 
as far as -possible.

The fact was further brought out that 


hi many, cases where scarlet fever, mea- 
sels and in .some cases diphtheria ejyst- 
ed, no cards had been placed at times 
and members of ^households where the 
sickness .existed, had mingled with th« 
outside world,, 


In view of these conditions it was re- 


solved that hereafter where contagious 
diseases of any nature prevailed that a 
sign should be placed on the house or 
other building where it existed, bearing 
the simple word "contagious." instead of 
sma,llpox, scarlet fever, • chiekenpox or

interviewed her she. claimed to be the' 
originator of ti new;style of mourning, 
that of placing a rosette-of black, -Q.Vj'er 
the heart.

. One day two of t)io local newspapers 
received mysterious letters from a.lit- 
tle obscure town in the east making in- 
quiries for IJr. May. Reid and stating 
that an aunt had died and bequeathed 
to her $;)00,OUO and .$5,000 worth of dia- 
monds. When the doctor was interyje>v- 
ed she told a givat story in regard to 
the- alleged aunt, of her death in Paris, 
being worth u million and that she with 
a niece hud received it all; that it was 
mostly in bonds and stocks, etc. Her 
claims were not believed by Rapine peo- 
ple. After the fortune story had been 
pretty well exploded she, packed up her 
traps and moved, to Milwaukee where 
she established, a,,port of medical insti- 
tute which proved a failure. 


But she never forgot the fact that she

of reporting the bill. In the absence of 
such request no vote was recorded. It 
was stated .however, that a minority 
report would be presented by the Demo- 
cratic members opposing the bill on gen- 
eral grounds, although it is doubtful 
whether Rep. Robertson (La) wilt sign 
the report.

REPORT IS IN 


Chinese 
Commissioner 
Submits 


Statement of Negotiations. 


ENVOY'S.TASK WAS 


NOT AN ARDUOUS ONE 


Object of This Goyeriiment Being to Vac 


Its Influence in Interest of Justice ami 


Moderation and Promote Friend- 


linens Among Powers. 


WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 10.—The 
long 


expected report of Special Commissioner 
Rockhill to the secretary of state on the 
results of his work in connection with 
the Chinese negotiations in Pekin will 
be submitted to congress, along with the 
ful te.v.t of the protocol which has betn 
already published and a .mass of detailed 
statements. It 
was upon this report 


that the president based his commenda- 
tory reference to Mr. Rockhill's work in 
his recently published message to con- 
gress. 


Beginning by detailing the conditions 


under which he came to be appointed in 
July, 11)00, United States commissioner 
to China, Mr. Rockhill tells of visits he 
made to the viceroys of Shanghai and 
Wu Chang, which he said did not a lit- 
tle to further the interests of peace. Mr, 
Rockhill says that he fully concurred in 
all the measures that Minister Conger 
had been and was advocating. These ne- 
gotiations extended over a period of four- 
teen months and Mr. Rockhill thus sum- 
marizes the results in addressing Secre- 
tary Hay: 
"The 
circular 
note which 


you telegraphed on July 3d, 1900, to our 
embassies in Europe and to our missions 
in Yienna, Brussels, Maderia, Tokio, The 
Hague, and Lisbon, defined the policy al- 
ready then adopted by the United Statea 
in the settlement of affairs in China and 
from which they never departed. Bear- 
ing these instructions always in mintf, 
-the 
task of the agents of our govern- 


ment in Pekin was a comparatively easy 
'one. Throughout the 
negotiations our 


object was to use the influence of our 
government in the interest of justice and 
moderation and in a spirit of friendship 
to the powers negotiating jointly with 
us and the Chinese nation. 


The twelve demands made by the pow- 


ers on China,the accomplishment of which 
was deemed necessary for the restoration 
of normal relations'With the country and 
which were embodied in the joint note 
of December -22. 1!>00, may be classified 
under four principal heads: 


1. Adequate punishment for the au- 


thors of and those guilty of actual par- 
ticipation in the anti-foreign massacres 
and riots. 


•2. The adoption of measures necessary 


to prevent their recurrence. 


;{. The indemnification for losses sus- 


tained by states and foreigner.? through 
these riots: and, 


4. The improvement of our relations, 


both oflicial and commercial, with the 
Chinese government and with China gen- 
erally, 
. 


"As regards the punishment of the re- 


sponsible authors and actual perpetra- 
tors of the anti-foreign outritjKis 
the 


government of the United States, while 
insisting that all such should be held to 
the utmost accountability, declined to 
determine in every case the nature of the 
punishment to be indicted, and main- 
tained that the Chinese government it- 
self should in all eases carry them out. 


"As soon as the chief culprits had been 


punished, considering the terrible losses 
in life and property sustained by China, 
not only the Boxers and their adherents, 
but by the destruction of Tien Tsin, Pe- 
kin and tho military occupation of a 
large portion of the province of Chili Li, 
the United States threw the weight of 
its influence on the side of moderation 
and the prevention of further bloodshed. 
To this it was mainly duo. that the long 
lists of proscription, which had been pre- 
pared by the representatives of the pow- 
ers, of Chinese in the provinces charged 
with participation in the massacres or 
riots, were repeatedly revised before the 
presentation to the Chinese government. 
Tho demands for 
capital punishment 


were finally reduced from ten to four, 
and many names .erroneously.or on in- 
sufficient evidence, placed on the lists, 
were removed, or lighter forms of pun- 
ishment isked for numbers of those left 
on them. 


''While, seeking with the other powers 


the best means to prevent the recurrence 
of such troubles and to guard in the fu- 
ture American residents in Pekin from 
such dangers as they had passed through 
the United States did not lend its sup- 
port to any plan which contemplated 
either the prolonged occupation by for- 
eign troops of any portions or points in 
China ,or the erection of an internation- 
al fort in the city of Pekin froifi which 
to carry on .friendly relations with the 
Chinese government. Our policy has al- 
ways been in favor of a strong, independ- 
ent and responsible Chinese government 
which can and will be held accountable 
for the maintenance of order and -the 
protection 
of our citizens 
and 
their 


rights under the treaties. Throughout 
the negotiations we strictly adhered to 
this just; principle w.ith results which 
have proved beneficial to all. 


"As regards the third point of the ne- 


gotiations, the equitable indemnification 
of the various states of the losses and 
expenses incurred by them in China-and 
in sending- expeditionary forces *tvi' re- 
lieve-- the legations 'and foreign residents 
ut Peking and restore order,-and also 
the securing- of Indemnities to societies, 


companies and individuals for their pri- 
vate losses 
through 
the 
anti-foreign 


riots, the 'government 
of the 
United 


States advocated that the sum total of 
these indemnities should not' exceed a 
reasonable amount Avell within the pow- 
er of China to 'pay. After careful in- 
quiry, you reached the conclusion thai 
with her present resources.and liabilities 
China could not pay as indemnities' to 
the powers more than two hundred mil- 
lions of dollars and that the'-/exaction of 
any larger amount would nbt only entail 
permanent financial embarrassment on 
the country, but might possibly result 
in cither international financial control 
or even loss of territory. The represen- 
tative of the 
United States was in- 


structed accordingly and lie was furth- 
er told that in the opinion of our gov- 
ernment the amolint should be asked of 
China, by the powers jointly, without de- 
tail or explanation, and afterwards divid- 
ed among them according to their losses 
and disbursements. You also stated 
that every facility of payment should 
be accorded China and that the debt; 
should be paid by bonds issued at par 
and bearing'three per cent interest and 
running for 30 or 40 years. 


"Though it became 
necessary, after 


protracted discussion, in the conference, 
to accept the proposition of the other 
powers to demand of China the sum to- 
tal of their 
Josses and disbursements, 


reaching the enormous sum of $300,000,- 
000 or over insistence in pressing for a 
much lower sum. 


Our insistence in pressing for a much 


lower sum, and the weight of the argu,- 
ment adduced in favor of such a policy 
resulted in closing the indemnities at the 
above lump sum, when it bid fair to go 
on swelling involuntarily. This and the 
acceptance of your suggestion that the 
indemnities be paid in bonds 
issued at 


par and bearing a low rate of interest 
(4 per cent was anally agreed upon) and 
running for forty years, resulted in sav- 
ing a vast sum to China, hastened 
the 


evacuation of the country 
by the ex- 


peditionary forces; and the restoration of 
order and of normal relations with tlie 
Chinese government. 
In 
connection 


with the question of indemnity I should 
mention, that it had proved necessary 
to the powers in their search, for reve- 
nues applicable to the service of the in- 
demnity debt that the existing nominal 
o per cent ad valorem customs tariff on 
foreign imports should be made effective 
5 per cent ad valorem, the United States 
mindful 
of the furtherance of lawful 


commerce in China in the 
interests of 


the Avorld and 'beleiving that no oppor- 
tunity should be lost to secure to for- 
eign trade all the facilities its vast im- 
portance entitles it to and that any ad- 
ditional tax on'trade sbould be met by 
commercial compensations on the part 
of China of equal value, declined to con- 
sent to the above increase of the cus- 
toms tariff on imports unless, 1, all the 
treaty powers and China agreed to co- 
operate in the long-desired improvement 
of the water approaches to Shanghai 
and TienTsin, and 2, that specific duties 
should be substituted for the present ad 
valorem ones vu the tarin" on foreign im- 
ports. Both these conditions were ulti- 
mately agreed on. 


*No divergence of views existed, for- 


tunately, between the representatives of 
the powers on questions of improving 
the channels of direct communication be- 
tween them and the 
Chinese govern- 


ment. The long vexed question of tbe 
ceremonial to bo observed in the public 
audience's granted 
by the 
emperor of 


China to foreign representatives 
was 


finally settled by the plenipotentiaries 
on lines perfectly satisfactory to all par- 
ties to the negotiations. 


The Tsung li Yaumn, or bureau of for- 


eign aiTairs, which the experience of 
forty years had frhown Chinese and for- 
eigners alike was umviehiy and incapable 
of discharging the duties devolving upon 
it, was altered in the way suggested by 
the conference, changed into a responsi- 
ble ministry of foreign affairs 
and or- 


ganized on lines similar to those adopter 
in, every other country oE the world. 


Such, in brief, has been the role played 


by tbe United States in tbe conference 
of Peking. 
\Y~htle we maintained 
com- 


plete independence we were able to act 
harmoniously in the concert of powers, 
the existence of which was so essential 
to the prompt and peaceful settlement, 
of tho situation, \vc retained the friend- 
ship of all the negotiating powers, ox- 
er ted a salutary influence in the cause 
of moderatjon, humanity and justice se- 
cured adequate reparation 
for 
wrongs 


done; guarantees for the futue protec- 
tion and labored successfully in the in- 
terests of the. world in the cause of im- 
partial trade with China."

Physician Censures Geu. llrookc for Nocil- 


IOBS Loss of Soldier* Lives lit tlio Sontli. 
MARION, O,, Dec. 11.—Dr. Charles A. 


L. Reed of Cincinnati, the retiring presi- 
dent of the American Medical 
associa- 


tion, attended a banquet here last night 
given for him by the medical profession 
of northern Ohio. .In the course of his 
remarks on pending congressional topie.5s 
rievved from a medical standpoint, he 
said: 


"It seems, from evidence, that has re- 


cently come from within tlie army itself, 
that the medical department 
has not 


only been degraded,-but that it is practi- 
cnlly without 
authority. 
This was 


strikingly, indeed tragically, illustrated 
during the recent -war, A commandant 
—and I have no hesitancy in saying that 
I mean General-Brooke—was in charge 
of a quarter of the entire army. His 
command wns made, up of the flower of 
American manhood/ and was encamped 
«t a health resort. HP,-however, in vio- 
lation of "the precedent oC the 
usually 


cultivate and competent 
gentlemen 
of 


the line, but noting under'the'-permission- 
of existing army regulations, not only 
sef; aside recommendations of his sani- 
tary officers, but by personal 
example 


incited his men to violate the most; fun- 
damental sanitary laws. The result was 
vrhat might have -been expected. Of the 
more than 50,000 men in nis command, 
12,000.were invalided, while, nearly a 
thousand died from preventable causes. 


"If in au active military operation 


General Brooke had ignored th« advico 
of bis scouts and had led his command

some time ago. He is a man of 42 years 
of age, medium build and smooth face.

FROSTBITE AND CHILBLAINS 


How t* Treat Part* Alfeetfed »r 


><Mrar« to <^old. 


Frostbitten parts should be robbed 


with snow or towels soaked in ice wa- 
ter; remain in a cool room. When tbe 
pkin becomes warmer after tbe rob- 
bing with snow, wrap the affected part 
In cotton wool. When a person IB near- 
ly frosen to dentil, place, him in a cool' 
room, rub him up and down with flan- 
nel Roaked in alcohol or whisky and 
follow this by rubbing with dry bands. 
Make artificial respiration at the start 
(the same as practiced for a person res- 
cued from the water). After a time 
wrap the patient in warm blankets 
and apply mustard plasters over the 
heart and spine. 
Give injection into 


the bowel of brandy or whisky. As 
soon as the patient can swallow, give 
brandy or whisky by naouth. As his 
condition improves gradually admit 
heat and raise the temperature of the 
room. 


Chilblain is tbe secondary effect of 


cold. The person suffering from chil- 
blain must take exercise out of doors 
and never loiter arqund the flre. Ev- 
ery morning upon rising be should take 
a cold water sponge off from head to 
foot, followed by brisk rubbing with a 
rough towe!. Sleep with warm stock- 
ings on the feet or with the feet against 
a bag or bottle of hot water. If tbe 
chilblain be only a small spot, wash 
the part twice daily with cold salt wa- 
ter and rub dry with flannel, after 
which rub with n mixture of turpen- 
tine and sweet oil in equal parts. 


Bow to Cook Salt Cod. Creole Style. 


Soak one pound of white salt cod 


over nfgbt. In tbe morning change the 
water several times, says Mrs. Rorer. 
Put two tablespoonfuls of butter and 
two good sized onions, sijced, into a 
stewing pan. Allow to cook untUthe 
onions are soft, but the butter must 
not browa. Put on top of this the cod- 
fish cut into neat pieces. Cover with 
a cnp of rice that has been .boiled 
twenty minutes and drained^ 
Pour 


over a pint of strained tomato, season 
with,a level teaspoonful of ,salt and a 
saltspoonful of pepper. ; Cover "and 
cook slowly twenty minutes.' Carefully 
remove a portion of the rice and put in 
center of your dish; • Put-the codfish 
on top. Stir a tabiespoonful of butter . 
into .the remaining, rice and heap it 
over the fish. Garnish, with chopped 
bard boiled eggs and parsley. 
Thia 


makes a very nice luncheon or supper 
dish. 


Hovr to Make Dean Soup. 


There are several different ways of 


preparing this, and that which we like 
best, says a Boston Globe correspond- 
ent, is to first make a stock by boiling 
salt pork five or six hours, one pound 
to three, quarts of water; renew from 
time to time. I take tbe salt pork, cut, 
in strips and fry a golden brown in 
bottom of soup kettle, then cut an 
onion very fine and fry in the fat; now 
add the beans, which have soaked over 
night, and the water. Let cook slowly 
for five or six hours; then mash 
through a hair sieve, season with salt 
ami pepper and serve with little cubes 
of .bread tossed in flour and fried in 
deep fat until golden brown. Dro.iu 
thoroughly before add ing. to the soup.

fifteen minutes to every pound.' Re- 
move tbe skin •w'h'ile yet hot, brush the 
ham over with beaten egg, sprinkle 
with dried breadcrumbs and put into 
the oven to brown and crisp.- Servo 
hot, garnished with "baby sausages" 
and stewed French prunes. 


How to Clean Gold Laee. 


To clean gold lace pound some rocki 
ammonia finely and apply with a flan- 
nel to the lace, rubbing briskly. After 
a good brushing tbe lace will look equal 
to-new, and the cloth of the trousers or 
tunic will be uninjured. Or sew the 
lace in a clean. linen cloth, boil it in 
one quart of soft water and a quarter 
of.a pound of soap .and wash it In 
cold water. If tarnished, apply a lit- 
tle warm spirits of wine to the tarnish- 
ed1 spots. 


How to E»c«lop 


Drain liquor from one'quart of oys- 


ters. Pour cold water over the oysters 
and drain. Season them with salt and 
pepper. Butter a baking dish. Put in 
a layer of crumbs, then a layer of oys- 
ters, then more oysters and crumbs in 
layers until all are used. 
Have the 


top layer of crumbs mixed in a little 
melted butter. 
Pour tbe oyster liquor 


over all.. Bake twenty minutes in a 
hot oven. 


Bow to Soften Bard Water. - 


To make hard water soft use an 


ounce of lime slaked to a thin cream to 
forty gallons of water. Stir it in dnd 
allow it to settle for twelve hours. Tb» 
lime will absorb the carbon dioxide, 
which held tho hardening substance, 
carbonate of lime, in solution, aud if 
thus liberated will fail to the bottom, 
and the water will be soft. 


How to Make Floor Stain. 


To make a cheap floor stnln take two 


ounces of permanganate of potash, put 
It Into a gallon of water and mix thor- 
oughly until dissolved; then with a 
large, fla| paint brush paint evenly all 
over the boards required to be stained;1* 
When quite dry, palnt'over again, and 
they will be a food dat;k brown. Next 
day give the floor a good polish with 
boiled Unseed oil and the da; folio wing 
tvltb beeswax and turpentine.
